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Opening of the Grand Conflict in Europe.
From the Times,
v The news from BEurope on Tucsdny is up to
the 24th of June. There has, as yot, been no
great battle fought, Lives were lost and bluod
waa spilled, and the suicidal war in Germany
has not only commenced, but there s no end
to it until the victorions sword communds pesce.
At present no one can foretell who will be the
happy one to bring pence to distracted Germuoy.
Everything Is at odds and ends, and at this
distance, and with the abbreviated account ol
Iate occurrences In Germany that we have
recelved, wo are enabled neither to prophesy
nor (o give what we would oall & complete pie-
ture ol present affairs. Neverthelsss, we will
endeavor (o present our conception ol military
mutiers between Prussin and Austria and thelr
nllies.

1t appears that Prusein has taken full posses-
slon of Saxony, even remoying the royal arms of
Baxony, and replacing them with the arms of
Prussin, We may regard this as a great mi'itary
advantnge to the Prussian army. Auvstria is
proverbial for her slowness, and at this time

she hos lost, in fact, the first campaign.
The Prussions have occupied Lobauy, Zit-
tau, and Sckeuditz, which, like a triangle,

inclose the motthern trontier of Bohemia, It
was even réported, as the latest news indicates,
that the Prussinws had advanced into Bohemla.
This we consuter doubtiul; buot il so, it shows
that Prussin is determined to push her first nd-
vaulage to the utmos,

We cunnot forezo this opportunity to express
our surprise that the Austriagns did not antiel-

ate the Prussians inthe occupation of Saxony.

8 i murter of military tactics It was most cers
tainly in the intersst of the Austiians to keep
the Prussiang out of and uway from the plans
of Baxony., But, whatever reasons there may
have boen, whether justifiable or not, Prussia
is in Baxuny and Austria has to drive her out
of it. There is but one line of pews, dnd thut
may mean something important, Lt is said that
an Austrian patrol crossed the SBilesian trontier,
aud after firing av and pressing back a Prussian
mitrol, other Ausirian troops were following. If
Lt be so, it is poscible that irom Silesin the
Austrisn general may succeed in isolating the
Prussians in Saxony, To do this, however, it
would be necessary that Wurlemberg, Bavaria,
and in {net tiie whole toree ol the Diet should
wove, It appewrs they have concentrated near
Frankfort, and, it is said, & great battle was
impending ot that place, all the troops of the
southern Stawes ol Germany having been ad-
vanced to that point, and Prussin, on her way
southward, haying taken Franklort o a centeal
march of aftnck pgalnst the Diet

Ttaly is said to bave made un oflicial declars-
tion of war agatust Austrin, and & report comoes
to ue by way of Vienna that Prussia has sent
one hundred and thirty willlons of franes to
Florence to aid Italy in its proposed iight
agninst Austrin,.  No other milithry movements
ol the Italians are reported, exceot that they
had croesed the Mincio, and had proceeded on-
ward unopposed. It must be undarstood that
the wosld-renowned Quadriluternl is some dis-
tance cast from the Mineto, and that, consider-
ing the present attitude of France, mnd her
Eunmuloe of the inviolubility of the Italian

mgdom, Austrin will most cortainly keep on
the delensive in the south so long as either
o preal vietory or overwhelming defeat in the
north shall pot have made an ageressive move-
ment against the 1tallans necessary or desirable,

The most unexplainuble position occupied by
any power in Europe is that of Russin, Rumors
are fiying to and 1ro on the Confinent of an
alliance berween Austrin aud Russia, but no-
body knows enough about the matier either
suthoritatively to contradiet or to confirm the
report, One thing appears Lo be certain, that
Tussia has concentrated a lurge number of troops
on her western frontier,  That this hus not been
done to attack Austrin all know: but whether
the object be to help Austrin no one can 18 yet

retend to say. Napoleon 18 also walehing, and
t may be that he expects to come to nn under-
sgtanding with Russin abouta new map of Europe.
But events may travel [uster thun man's mind,
and of o battle in Germany should change the
relations of the two grest powers at war, who
knows but what Russin and France wmay be
found in battle array azain?

The next mall from Europe will bring us the
tidings of the first great battle in Central Europe
between Germans and  Germans, and  also
whother, as always heretofore, forelgn powsars
have taken advantage of this purely Cerman
quarrel, and are about attemptiog to reap the
benoefit,

The Military Stiength of the European

Beliigerents.
From the Herald,

We published on Mondry some interesting
statistics, collated {rom official sources, shows-
ing the military strength of the present BEuro-
pean belligerents, From these fizurcs it would
appear that vast wrmies are in the field, and

that the clash of nrms, when it eomes in edroest, |

will be tremendous, aud rock Ewrope to the
centre.

It is a well-¢stablished fact, but one not gene
rally noted, that the numerical strength of armies
in netual and active service is greally exaggn-
rvated, The immense armies ol the ancieats,
numbering in some instances,according Lo spered
and profane history, milllons of men, were un.
doubtedly composed more of camp followers aud
other llon-(‘omlmmuln thap men capable of benr-
ing the rude and cuwbersome arws ol the
period. The fabled myrisds included In the
armies of the ancient Persiuns, Tartars, Bayp-
tians, Asayrinns, nnd the other warlike powers
of the early ages, were no doubt impeded in their
marches and battles by the grent number of
useless and unserviceable characters that hune
upon the renr and flanks of the main armiea, 1t
18 & curious clrcumstance that while ancient his-
torians mention the wterminable numbers of
tLhose anclent hosts, they negleot to state how
the men were supported; how the commissnrint
waus supplied while traversing through unknown
uud desert reglons: where the guartermaster
replenished his stores for his famishing horses,
t.-lvllnhuntzs. camels, and other beusts of burden
apd (ransportation. They had po rallroads
In those days. They had no magnotic rele-
graph then, They could not talk from
Point to point and transmit orders with the
Teg ulnrit,\r aud desputel of personal communi-
eatlon, They had no light artillery then, They
had no spherioal shot or five-hundred-ponndey
shells; no torpedoes, no two-mile rifles, no sub-
marine batteries, no fron olad war ships, no
eleotric lises, no gunpowder—oexeept the Chi-
NeSe—no gun cotton, no nitro-glycerine dnd
other explodive material, They had huge bat
terlug rams, weighug some Long; mmense bow

uns, mounted on carringes and throwing very
lieavy AITOws; stone ul.inFq, javeling, and uf‘l
fucse pricles of warfure the careful student of
anolent militay bistory s familine with, But
although it would require a greal physical force
10 mansge these lmplements, we doubt very
much whether history ls correct in plaei ng the
numbers of these anclent armies ay the lorge
figures it does, for the simple renson that the
hordes could not be led in the hostlle countries
ﬂnq‘g traversed,

v We presume the extent and condition of the
armles 1 the United States during the Rebellion
were larger in number and better equipped
betrer fed and clothed, and better diseiplined
than any armies of hall the number in ancient
or modern times. In April, 1865, the Union
armies hud on their rolls one million three huns
dred thousand men. At the same t{ime the
Rebels had on their rolly seven bundred thou-

sand men—meking togither two milllons of

troops, Of this number at least onethird were
not in the fleld at any one time, but were en-
gaged in doing gurmson duty, cecupying fortl-
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fled places, protecting six thoun<and miles of
posta, lving sick in bospitats, and sthorwise not
in the hield.

All the great battlea of the Reballion were
foueht with logs than seventy-five thousand men
on each side, excepl the battle o! the Wilder
pess, when Grant had about one hundred thon.
sand, and Lee about the same number, This
was the greatest and most stubborn battle of
the war, the mon not being out of the hearing
of musketry for ten duys, The other batlles,
hke most of those of thy Greolnns, Romuans,
Carthegloinos, and the Pirsae Napoleon, were

fought with between fifly and sixry thoussnd |

men, execept the battle of Waterloo, when pro-
bably two hundred thousand men were Nmn_il;‘.; 1
on both sldes In deciding the finpal throw in the
game of settling the destinies of Europe.

It will be thus in the- present Buropean war
For, althoueh Austria will have an army esti-
mated at a milllon and a quaster, Prossinand Hs
allies, exclusive of Iialy, some clght hundrel
thousand, and with the army of that power
nearly n milllon and a balf, we shall be very
much surprised \f we hear of a battle number-
g over on® hundred thousand on each side ut
any tune while the war lasts, be that period
briel be protracied,

Defeat of the English Reform Bill—-A
Ministerial Crisis,
From the Worid,

The Ministry have been beaten on the Reform
bill by & vote of 304 to 316—1the majority ngainst
the Government belng eleven. The immediate
consequonce ig, that the Ministry are supposed
to have resigned, We say supposed to have re-
signed, because, while it 18 known that they
have made an important communication to the
Queen, it s not known precisely what that com-
munieation ts. Her Majesty is at Balmoral, 600
miles from London, The deleat took place on
Monday night, June 18, On Tuesday, at the
lvstance of the ministerial leaders, in both
Houses, Porllament sdjourned over to the
Monday following; and HKarl Russell in the
Lorde, and Mr. Gladstone in the Commons, in
lungunge o similar that it must Liave been
concerted, stated that the Ministry “‘had madle
acommunication to her Majesty.” Tiny must
have meant either that they had tendered their
resignation, or that they had advised & dissolu-
tion of Parlioment. That it conld have been
nothing less serious than one or the other of
of these, 18 evident trom Mr. Gladstone's reter
ence to the “stnte of sbeynonce in which the
functions of the exceutive Goverameus aro
placed,” .

The absence of the Quesn, at a place so dis-
fant apd inconvenient, is a pretty good indi
cution that neither spe nor the Government
suspected the near appronch of auything so
gerions ms o ministerfl erisis,  There were
ninuy reszong for supposing that Parlinment

would not care to pus=h this miulsiry to an
extremity, The Parliament ls only five or
six months old, and the eleetions guve the
Minisivy o elear majorily ol seventy. The
aversge cleetion - expenses were probubly
some five or slx  thousand poands, and
the members would be  unwilling to |
ineur  this  expense agan 20 =oon, At
tended ns iv would be, in many cases,
with the hazard of loss of their seats. be.
sider, the tame I8 most inopportune and in-

convenient, either for a dissolution of Parlia. |

ment, or a change of Ministry. Just i the
point when o great and portentons war is break-
ing out on the Uontinent, and when the conatry
approved ol the forelgn policy, contided in the
expericnce and acecpted the guidance of Harl
Ruesell and Lord Clarendon, a dissolution,either
of Parlinment or of the Minigtry, must be re-

arded as a hagard, and almost us u eulnmity,

oth the Queen and her ministers seem to have
relied too much on these considerations; the
Queen in plaeing hersell’ out of convenient
reach at o time when the Reform debate was
appronchiog its erisis; the Ministry, in incau-
tiously staking their existence on the suceess of
this wensure,

There has been something of o posiliveness,
almost amounting 1o arroganee, m the bearing
ol My, Glndstone townrds the opponents of the
billy as 1f the continuance of the Ministry in
oflice wus so indispensable, at this time, that
they could exact a complisnce with their wishes,
It was probably on this idea that, in ao earlier
stuee of the debate, he announced the determi-
nation of the Ministry to stand or full with this
mensure; and that, on the night of their defeat,
Lie ehose to make an prendment offered by Lord
Dunkellin a gquestion of confldeace,

Lord Dunkellin claimed that ln= amendment
did not aifect the vital prineiple of the bill, but
only one of its details,  His lordship 15 the Irish
member for Galway, 1o Irelund, the suflrage is
regulated, not by the rent of the house, but by
ils “‘rateable value”—that is, by the nssessment
for texes. The prineciple of Mr. Gladstone's
Beform bill was, to give the boroogh franchise
to all householders paying £7 annual rent,
Lord Dupkelhn proposed that instend of £7
rental value, £7 “rateable value™ should be the
stundurd, This was doubtless
the political slang  of
“dodge ¥ It ennbled many members who
dheliked reform, but durst not vote direetly
sgainst it, to stedke at ats e while apparently
uiming at one ol its lmbs. The rent of tene-
ments i8 Ligher than their rateable value,
Mr, PBright expressed the opinioh, In lis
speech in opposition 10 the amendment, thal
# £7 ruteable value, a8 a basis of the fran-
chiise, would be sgulvalent to £9 rental value.
Mr. Gladstone stated that his bill would snfran-
clilge only 144,000 persons; that the proposed
amendment would reduce it by ut least 60,0003
and that be would not consent to its reduction
at all. “Krom that moderate amount ol on-
franchizement,” he sald, “we are not, under
noy circums=tancea or conditions, prapared to
recede, DBy It we inténd to stand.”  Atter
using this language, the Ministry could

than to cither ofler their resignation or advise
the Queen to digsolve Patliament. The opinion
in London is rite that they have resigoed; and
epeculntion is rife ns to whether the Quaen will
peeept thelr yesignnnion, Just at the moment
when Europe s kindiiog into & general contla-
gration, will she consent to dispense with a
Ministry m whose foreign policy both sho and
the country huve full confdence?

That she was wholly unprepared for having
such a question loreed wpon her lor decision, at
this time, 18 evident from her absence. She s
undersicod to have great personnl réspect for
Lord Derby: but it 18 doubtiul whether be can
form o Ministry, and next to certnin thst, even
If e could, it would be of brief apd wnoertsin
tenure, The Conservalive party, which Lord
Derby leads, 18 in un acknowledgold minority.
The Relorm bill has been defented by dissen-
glons in the rapks of the Liberals, A Minlstry
entering power with ¢ Parllnmentary minonty,
could not long stand up agninst the vigorous,
the vigilant, the vindictive opposition ot the
Liberals. Another ministerial erisis would un-
avoidably and speedily come; and perhap: ul s
period as inopportune and inconvenlent as the
pregent, The instability of such a Ministry s a
renson why statesmen will be unwilling to enter
it; and is the chiet obstucle to Lord Derby's suc:
cess In forming one, Itis a'so & s'rong reason
why the Queen should not desire him to uuder-
take it, The friends of the present, hope that she
will graciously reluge to sccept their tendered
resignation; that they will consider their henor
gatisfied by the offer; and that, in dutiful sub-
mission 1o the royal wishes, they will consent to
retain their pluces, i

However this may be, it is ocertein that, by
this defeat, Mr. Glnciatoun suffera great loss of
prestige, His political stature is shortened by
& full cubit, Ttis alleged that bis management
of the Reform bill has been a tissue of blunders;
that he has demonstyaled his incapacity tor par-
lUamentary leadership, Brilliant s an orator,
clever and successful as a financler, and for somo
time past the rising hope of his country, it is
elleged that he 15 stranded in his first con-
siderable attempt to navigate parliamentary
waters alone, In @ newly elected Parlin
ment, with o ministérlal majority of seventy,
he has squandered his patiimony In o lew
months, and become a political ~ bankrupt.
This muy be a hersh judgment, as any minis-
fer ls Nuble to defeat, but his erities polnt
out specitic Instances of mismansgement, and
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what they consider as gross blundering 1t
wae alack of judgment to have undertaken so
great & measute af all, untll, by other guestions
he had tested the devoiton of his followers, an
pesored himeelt of his power to mould them to
hits wishes., Tt wns A mislake to present the
measure by halves, and 10 have been compellod
to crudely e-_\'leml\-vriﬂe the second ball in the
prog:ess of the discussion, He was unwary in
#0 comun jiting the eXistence of the Ministry to
the immedinte sucoess oF the bill, that he conld
not retire and awail & more favorable juncture
for pressing i, He gave his cnemies an adyan-
tage in allowiog them to defeat him on a sub
ordinate question, instend of brineing them to
n gquare vote on the £7 franchise, and covering
them with the odivm of direct opposition to
reform, In all these particu)ars, Palmerston
would have mcted differently; and it s most
untortunate for the reputatipn of Gladstone
that, coming Immediately witer that consum-
mote leader, he makes the contrast so keenly
felt between Palmerston's address and his own
want of tnet.
